In a statement approved by 
his party’s central committee 
after a lengthy meeting at 
Ponce, Gov. Munoz Marin said 
the “grave problem for relig- 
ion and democracy in Puerto 
Rico and thé United States 
arising from the evident errors 
of the three bishops will be 
made known to the Vatican.” 
He said this well be done after 
the elections, however, since 
“I do not wish to involve the 
Vatican in Puerto. Rico’s po- 
litical campaign.”

professes to be a Catholic but 
has conflicted with Church 
leaders, especially.
